from three to ten of the crew of the 
interned German cruisers Kronprinz 
Wilhelm and Prinz Bitel Friedrich 
got away in the dash for liberty last 
night in which four sailors were cap- 
tured. Nothing can be learned from 
government officials at the Philadel- 
phia navy yard, where the two ships 
are interned, but the detectives in- 
sist that several men, possibly ten. 
are at large. They swam a distance 
of 800 yards across a channel to the 
snore. 


The dash was made under cover 


of darkness and when search was 
made at daylight the police found an 
interesting collection of property. It 
included ten life preservers marked 
with the initials of the two cruisers, 
three discarded uniforms and a dag- 
ger. 
They also found civilian cloth- 


ing enclosed in oil skin bags and 
this, it is suspected was placed on 
the shore by accomplices of the es- 
caping men.

John Randolph-of Roanoke, Va., lost 
their suit to gain possession of land 
purchased for them in Mercer -coun- 
ty, Ohio, in 1840. today when the 
supreme court sustained the lower 
courts of Mercer county which held 
that the 2]-years statute >of limita- 
tion and adverse possession of the 
lands by others barred the right of 
action. 


John Randolph of Roanoke was a 


statesman of 
national 
prominence 


and when he died in 1833 he provid- 
2d in his will for the emancipation 
of his 200 slaves and set aside $8,- 
000 for the transportating and set- 
tling of them in some other state or 
territory. 


The item in his will read: "I give 


ond bequeath to all my slaves their 
freedom, heartily regretting that I 
have over been the owner of one." 


The will provided that all of the 


slaves above 40 years of age should 
have 10 acres of land. 


In carrying out the provisions ol 


the will, 
the 
executor, 
"Vvfilliam 


Leigh, purchased 'an SO-acre tract of 
land in Mercer county, Ohio, for the 
•settlement of the slaves. They were 
shipped down the Ohio river to Cin- 
cinnati and by canal boat to" New 
Bremen, where the whites of Mercer 
county met them and forbid their 
settlement in Slercer county. 


They settled in Miami county near 


Piciua instead and the Mercer county 
laud purchased for them was subse- 
Quently sold by Joseph Plunkett to 
whom Leigh had executed power of 
attorney.

the land for the emancipated slaves 


York Ryal, negro descendants of the 
Randolph slaves began 
an 
action 


against Gerhard Kessens and others, 
present owners', of the land. ~They 
represented" to the court that 
be- 


cause their ancestors were not capa- 
ble of knowing their rights they had 
not asserted them and therefore the 
'statute's of limitations did not ipply. 
They set up in the petition that no 
accounting had ever been made of 
the money derived from the sale of 
the lands. 


The original will of John Ran- 


dolph was destroyed when the court 
house at Richmond was burned in 
April. 1865, at the evacuation of the 
city of Richmond, during the Civil 
war but copies of it are on file in the 
city of Petersburg, Va., and also in 
the records of Mercer county, Ohio.

The early spring is the time when 


the poultry raiser's thoughts are in 
largest measure turned to the sub- 
ject of chick 
raising, 
and so it is 


timely now to consider when to do 
the hatching. 
Far oftener than is 


generally known, the 
season's re- 


sults depend 
on just 
when 
the 


chicks are brought out and the be- 
ginner is naturally the worst offen- 
der in bringing out chicks at the 
proper time. 


Where incubators are in use and 


especially where they are in inex- 
perienced hands, the tendency seems 
to be to produce as many chicks as 
possible in a season'. 
This 
often 


means the mistake of both starting 
the hatching too early in the season 
and continuing it too late into the 
hot weather. Of course, when early 
chicks are wanted for broilers there 
is an excuse for hatching early, but 
experience is necessary for a venture 
of this kind and the equipment in 
houses, brooders, etc., must be right 
if success is to be had. Besides, 
high prices are obtained for 
early 
broilers only because of the risk you 
run in producing them. On this ac- 
count it is better for the beginner to 
go slow in attempting"to raise win- 
ter chicks. 


As with many other phases of the 


poultry business, you 
cannot 
say 
there is any hard and fast rule about 
the time of hatching, for allowances 
must be made for the variation in 
climate in different sections of 
the 


country. The breed also should be 
considered as ^eil as the purpose for 
which the stock is intended. 
Even 


the equipment at hand for properly 
handling the chicks enters into the 
proper timing of hatching. 
Ordinar- 


ily there is no necessity for getting 
chicks out before the coming of real 
•spring weathtr. Then, conditions are 
right for keening them healthy and 
making a quick tjrowth with very 
little danger of chick losses. 


The egg from which <he chick is 


to be hatched is also an important 
consideration, for the chirk can be 
no better Ihan the egg- 
Breeding 
stock that is necessarily closely con- 
fined during the winter months will 
not produce epgs as desirable 
for 


hatching as the eggs that com^ later 
on when the weather permits the 


ds to run out of doors al least a 
part of the 
tinip. The 
change 5s 


much needed. It meaus more ac-livi- 
ty, an<3 results in better egg fertility, 
because 
conditions then approach'-, 
nearer to what nature 3*itenr3ed for 
the breeding fowl.

In the Northern states, the la*;t of 


April and early part of May i<? por- 
haps the best time for setting; out 
the chicks. The heavier breeds reqiair-i 
ing more time to mature, are better

hatched as early as the season will 
allow, while the smaller breeds like 
the leghorn there is no reason for 
rushing things, for if hatched in JMay 
they will start laying in Fall when 
egg prices are commencing to get at- 
tractive. There is a serious objection 
to hatching small breeds earlier than 
April for when this is done there is 
danger, if they make a satisfactory 
growth, of going into a molt before 
winter, perhaps after laying a few 
eggs. The waste of time in growing 
the unnecessary new coat of feathers 
means quite a loss to their owner. 


Where chicks do not have the ad- 


vantage of free range, or where the 
different ages cannot be yarded sep- 
arately until the reach maturity, by 
far the best plan is to hatch all the 
chicks that are to be raised at about 
the same time, or with more than a 
couple of weeks variation. If there 
is much difference in 
the 
age of 


chicks raised together in confinment, 
the larger ones may turn out as ex- 
pected but it is quite certain 
the 


younger broods will p'rove a sore dis- 
appointment. 
The bigger chicks will 


get the best of the feed and also be a 
constant annoyance to the smaller 
ones. 
It is not advisable to hatch chicks 


after May for with the comming of 
summer heat the breeding stock loses 
in vigor and there is great danger of 
over heating the small chicks in the 
hot sun or by confining them 
to 


poorly constructed 
or poorly ven- 


tilated coops. Late chicks seldom 
make good size and their unthrifty 
condition encourages diseases. Cliick- 
enpox, roup and colds 
are 
always 


found more troublesome among these 
late hatches.

sides. 


Peronne lies a smouldering ruin. The 
piniture is most abject. 
Some sec- 


tions of the city have been damaged 
by shell fire, but everywhere else 
there is evidence of carefully design- 
ed destruction by the garrison befoie 
retiring. 


Some 
fine 
old residences which, 


because of their 
outlying 
location, 


had escaped both shell and 
torch, 


liad been wrecked inside, top to bot- 
tom. 
Many of them apparently had 


been used for the messes of officers 
and men. All bear evidence of the 
parting orgies. 
Furniture, mirrors, 


crockery and pictures have been shat- 
tered and the mantle pieces smashed. 


In some of them were found pick 


axes that had 
been used 
as 
the 


wrecking tools. The dying saloons 
nirrors and windows evidently had 
seen smashed with rhine wine bot- 
tles, which were strewn 
about in 


scores. 


The deliberate character 
of 
the 


instruction wrought by the Germans 
before their withdrawal from Peron- 


is plainly evident in the 
once 


beautiful avenue of trees leading to 
the 
railway 
station. 
These 
trees 


were untouched by shell fire but each 
one Avas hacked in two with axes and 
.he. gashes and chips show that the 
work was done within the last few 
days. 
The beautiful gardens of tha 


outlying houses were also wrecked 
and every fruit tree within several 
miles of the town was sawed 
two 


hirds of the way through and then 
broken down. 


The correspondent of the Associ- 


ated Press was among the first visit- 
ors to Peronne in the wake of the 
English troops, who have now swept 
well beyond that 
place. 
It was 


necessary 
to pass through half a 


score of ruined villages which only 
a few days ago were within the zone 
of intense artillery fire, before reach- 
ng the banks of the Somme. Crossing 
hat stream on a nimprovised bridge 
and trudging through Halle, Peronne 
was reached over a road which had 
been reconstructed within 24-hours 
over succeeding rows 
of

being at least six-feet ia height and 


0-feet in width. 
In the outskirts of the city English 


were encountered 
wearing 


"pickle" helmets and grinning 1'ron

surrounded b.v 


melancholy ruins, was the Britisl1 
lieutenant who led the first patrol -in- 
to the city. 
He was mounted on c 


splendid little German 
pony which 


he had captured with its full equip- 
ment. 


There was a ghostly 
silence 
in 


most sections of the city. No sound 
ol war was to be heard except once 
when a prying German 
airplane 


scudded over in the shelter 
of 
the 


high clouds and anti-air guns opened 
fire, driving him to quick retreat. 
British officers pointed out building 
after building where apparently the 
total damage had resulted from in- 
terior explosions. 
In 
many 
cases 


walls, facing away from the line of 
British and French fire, had great 
squares blown through them, differ- 
ing strikingly from the round holes 
made in other buildings by shells. 
The beautiful old sixteenth century 
church of Saint Jean was a pitiful 
mass of ruins, but one of 
its 
old 


paintings still hung on a bit of wall 
in the transept and was miraculously 
untouched. The statue of Catherine 
Devoix which had adorned the great 
square, had been taken away by the 
Germans and* a gaudily clad dummy 
left in its stead. 


The railway 
station was com- 


pletely wrecked including the tracks 
and 
crossing 
bridges. 
German 


signs had been substituted and on a 
bulletin board was a time table of 
trains for Lille. Munich and other 
points within the German line. The 
Germans left many relics behind to 
show them occupancy of the French 
military barracks. 
In some of the 


rooms Christmas trees, gaily deco- 
rated with tinsel, were still standing. 
It was strange to find in some of the 
shattered and partly burned houses 
remnants of children's toys, includ- 
ing doll carriages and bits of dolls 
themselves. 
These toys had 
been 


left behind with all other household 
belongings when the French inhabi- 
tants first fled before the German 
invaders. 
In some of the finer resi- 


dences 
the 
libraries 
had 
been 


wrecked, the books torn in 
pieces 


and scattered in the streets. 


The Germans had left several foot 


bridges across the Somme 
which 


were apparently intact but on closer 
examination showed that false sec- 
tions had been inserted which gave 
way at the first foot pressure. The 
correspondent investigating one 
of 


these bridges too closely, had an icy 
bath in the Sonmie.

of the city there were many printed 
proclamations to the soldiers includ-
